Join  other  members  of  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  family  for  an  extraordinary 
Shabbat  experience  —  the  Shabbaton  — 
which  will  take  place  in  the  synagogue  from 
sundown  Friday,  January  20  to  sundown 
Saturday,  January  21. 

The  Shabbaton  is  an  intense  experience  in 
Jewish  living  lasting  an  entire  day.  At  a 
Shabbaton  we  pray  together,  study  and  learn 
together  and  eat  and  sing  together.  Our 
Scholar-In-Residence  will  be  Professor  Lucy 
S.  Dawidowicz,  noted  scholar,  teacher  and 
author. 

The  Shabbaton  begins  with  the  Friday 
evening  Service  and  continues  at  the  Congre¬ 
gational  Shabbat  Dinner.  The  dinner  will  be 
served  by  the  enthusiastic  Shabbat  Dinner 
Committee,  chaired  by  Linda  and  Mel  Mat- 
After  dinner,  Professor  Dawidowicz 
deliver  the  first  of  the  Dorothy  Tager 
Lectures,  “On  Equal  Terms:  Jews  in  Amer¬ 
ica  1881  -  1981”,  a  lecture  based  upon  her 
current  historical  research. 

The  following  morning,  at  Shabbat  Ser¬ 
vices,  Rabbi  Nadich  will  teach  from  the  pul¬ 
pit  and  at  the  luncheon  which  follows  Ser¬ 
vices,  Professor  Dawidowicz  will  deliver  the 
second  Dorothy  Tager  Lecture,  “Jewish 
Identity  and  Self-Knowledge”. 

As  is  always  true  at  a  Shabbaton,  there 
will  be  that  marvellous  Shabbat  ruach  (spirit) 
and  zemirot  (singing)  as  well  as  ample  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  discussion  both  on  Friday  evening 
and  Saturday  afternoon. 

After  a  short  break,  the  Shabbaton  will 
resume  at  4:30  P.M.,  when  Rabbi  Wechsler 
will  lead  a  study  session  over  Afternoon  Tea. 
The  Shabbaton  concludes  with  the  Maariv 
and  Havdalah  services.

The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Journal  this 
year  is  dedicated  to  Abraham  I.  Sherr.  Mr. 
Sherr  is  the  immediate  past  president  of  the 
congregation,  a  major  benefactor  of  the  syn¬ 
agogue  and  the  provider  of  the  endowment 
for  the  Sherr  Institute  of  Adult  Jewish 
Studies. 

Mr.  Sherr  always  has  been  a  generous  con¬ 
tributor  of  his  time  and  resources  to  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.  Whether  it  was  to  serve 
in  an  office,  or  to  accept  the  chairmanship  of 
a  new  committee,  The  Patrons  Club,  Mr. 
Sherr  has  always  said  “yes”  when  asked  to 
help  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

Mr.  Sherr  and  his  wife  Jean  became 
members  of  the  congregation  in  1951.  Their 
three  children,  Rita,  Barbara,  and  Alan,  at¬ 
tended  the  Religious  School,  the  girls  being 
confirmed  and  Alan  becoming  Bar  Mitzvah 
on  our  pulpit. 

The  congregation  honored  Mr.  Sherr  on 
Simhat  Torah  in  1975.  Rabbi  Nadich  com¬ 
mented  at  that  time  “.  .  .  your  devotion  to 
the  synagogue  over  so  many  years  and  your 
dedicated  service  as  an  ofFicer  and  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  make  it  [the  honor 
of  Hatan  Torah]  especially  appropriate  .  .  . 
in  honoring  you,  we  honor  ourselves  .  .  .” 

A  native  New  Yorker,  Mr.  Sherr  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  New  York  University  and  of  the  Har¬ 
vard  Graduate  School  of  Business  Ad¬ 
ministration,  from  which  he  graduated  with 
distinction.  He  joined  Fownes  Brothers  & 
Co.,  Inc.,  a  leading  glove  manufacturing 
concern,  in  1936  and  became  its  president  in 
1965.  He  served  in  the  United  States  Coast 
Guard  during  World  War  II.

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A  Giant  Step  For 
Conservative  Judaism 

After  many  years  of  debate,  sometimes 
both  heated  and  voluble,  the  faculty  of  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America  de¬ 
cided  by  a  vote  of  34  to  8  to  admit  women  to 
the  Rabbinical  School  for  ordination  as  Con¬ 
servative  rabbis.  This  is  understandably  a 
landmark  decision  for  it  sets  forth  in  real  and 
tangible  manner  the  underlying  philosophy 
of  the  Conservative  movement.  In  the  words 
of  Chancellor  Gerson  D.  Cohen  the  vote  is 
“evidence  that  the  Seminary  and  the  Conser¬ 
vative  movement  in  American  Judaism  are 
able  to  respond  to  the  challenges  of  modern¬ 
ity  in  traditional  terms.”  This  is  in  essence 
the  purpose  of  Conservative  Judaism  —  to 
be  loyal  to  tradition  and  Jewish  law  while,  at 
the  same  time,  responding  to  the  changes 
which  are  inherent  in  the  flow  of  time.  Of  all 
the  paths  in  Judaism  this  is  the  most  difficult 
to  follow.  It  is  always  easier  to  adhere  to  past 
values  without  exercising  one’s  own  judg¬ 
ment  as  to  the  pressing  needs  and  demands 
which  time  and  society  place  upon  us.  This  is 
the  path  of  orthodoxy.  On  the  other  hand  it 
is  also  easier  to  shed  the  sometimes  burden¬ 
some  heritage  which  is  ours  and  choose, 
rather  arbitrarily,  which  values  we  should  en¬ 
shrine  and  follow.  This  is  the  path  of 
Reform.  Conservative  Judaism  grapples  with 
realities  and  at  the  same  time  holds  in 
reverence  all  of  the  Jewish  past.  This  is  the 
most  difficult  path  of  all.  That  is  why  it  need 
be  clearly  understood  that  the  subject  of  or¬ 
dination  for  women  was  not  approached 
lightly.  It  was  studied  by  the  faculty  of  the 
Seminary  over  a  period  of  years  within  the 
parameters  of  Jewish  law. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  we  are  able  to  re¬ 
joice  and  take  pride  in  the  movement  of 
which  we  are  an  integral  part.  This  is  surely  a 
giant  step  forward  and  we  join  this  march 
for  Judaism’s  continuing  growth  with  re¬ 
newed  vigor.

In  Celebration  of 
Tu  Bishevat 

Tu  Bishevat,  the  New  Year  of  the  Trees, 
begins  at  sundown  Wednesday,  January  18 
and  concludes  at  sundown  Thursday, 
January  19. 

It  may  be  the  dead  of  winter  here  in  New 
York  City,  but  in  Israel  the  sap  has  begun  to 
flow  in  the  trees  indicating  the  approach  of 
spring.  Therefore,  Jews  throughout  the 
world  make  note  of  their  tie  to  the  Land  of 
Israel  by  planting  trees  in  Israel  or  by  con¬ 
tributing  money  for  the  planting  of  trees.  In 
the  Religious  School  the  children  will  plant 
trees  through  the  Jewish  National  Fund. 

It  is  also  appropriate  to  celebrate  Tu 
Bishevat  by  eating  fruits  grown  in  Israel  — 
dates,  figs,  oranges,  bokser  or  carob. 
Moreover,  Tu  Bishevat  is  a  time  when  we 
can  also  strengthen  our  awareness  of  o/ 
to  the  natural  world  around  us.  Even  aV. 
through  Central  Park,  with  a  heightened 
sensitivity  to  its  natural  wonders  of  grass  and 
trees,  rocks  and  water,  birds  and  squirrels, 
can  serve  to  bring  us  closer,  in  some  small 
way,  to  our  natural  environment. 
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Nowakowsky  Manuscripts 
Loaned  to  Putterman 
Music  Library 


The  heirs  of  David  Nowakowsky,  the 
great  choirmaster  of  the  Brody  Synagogue  in 
Odessa,  Russia,  have  agreed  to  allow  the  un¬ 
published  Nowakowsky  manuscripts  (esti¬ 
mated  to  be  more  than  ten  thousand  pages!) 
to  be  catalogued  and  housed  in  the  Music 
Library  of  the  Putterman  Music  Center  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  Rabbi  Nadich  an¬ 
nounced  to  the  congregation  at  the  40th  an¬ 
nual  service  of  contemporary  liturgical  music 
on  Friday,  November  18. 

According  to  Cantor  Lefkowitz,  who  has 
researched  and  interpreted  many  of  the  com¬ 
poser’s  manuscripts  since  1978,  “it  is  now 
clear  that  David  Nowakowsky  was  the  most 
prolific  composer  of  Jewish  sacred  music  in 
history.” 

Nowakowsky  was  the  choirmaster  of  the 
Brody  Synagogue  from  1869  until  his  death 
in  1921.  He  is  considered  by  many  to  be  the 
greatest  synagogue  composer  of  his  time. 
Responding  to  the  great  flowering  of  in¬ 
tellectual  freedom  and  cultural  creativity  in 
19th  century  Odessa,  Nowakowsky  compos¬ 
ed  music  for  all  occasions,  liturgical  and 
secular,  and  the  Brody  Synagogue  became 
famous  throughout  Russia  for  the  music 
lieard  there. 

\iowakowsky  enjoyed  considerable  fame 
-jring  his  lifetime  only  to  have  the  body  of 
his  work  disappear  from  public  view  after  his 
death.  Several  clues  as  to  the  whereabouts  of 
this  large  collection  of  composition  were 
pursued  by  Cantor  Lefkowitz  until  it  was 
found  by  him  in  the  possession  of  the  family 
now  living  in  New  York  and  California. 

The  family  has  designated  Cantor  Lef¬ 
kowitz  the  exclusive  interpreter  of  Nowa- 
kowsky’s  work  and  has  also  agreed  to  house 
the  original  manuscripts  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  thus  making  this  music  available 
to  scholars,  cantors,  musicologists  and  in¬ 
terested  laypersons. 

This  designation  by  the  family  further 
strengthens  the  bond  between  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  and  the  Brody  Synagogue,  mak¬ 
ing  our  synagogue  the  cultural  and  spiritual 
heir  of  that  great  19th  century  synagogue.  By 
a  strange  quirk  of  fate,  that  bond  began  in 
the  1920s  when  Isadore  Geller,  the  organist 
and  assistant  choirmaster  at  the  Brody  Syn¬ 
agogue,  emigrated  to  the  United  States.  Mr. 
Geller  became  the  organist  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  and  remained  in  that  position  for 
more  than  20  years,  imbuing  our  services 
with  the  spirit  of  his  teacher,  Nowakowsky. 
Geller  had  owned  many  volumes  of  Nowa- 
kowsky’s  music  and,  before  his  death,  had 
j?^ven  them  to  Cantor  Robert  H.  Segal. 
Jen  Cantor  Segal  retired  in  1978,  he  en- 
isted  his  entire  music  library  to  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  and  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.

“We  have  developed  a  new  Reaction 
Committee  which  regularly  issues  statements 
on  matters  of  public  policy  within  Israel  and 
these  statements  and  our  opinions  are  being 
reported  in  the  Israeli  press.  Most  signifi¬ 
cant,  in  my  view,  is  that  we  are  no  longer  an 
‘invisible  movement’  in  Israel  and  our 
leadership  there  has  attained  a  new  level  of 
confidence  and  assurance  in  presenting  Con¬ 
servative  Judaism  to  the  Israeli  public  on 
every  level.”
